lis heels. This is really tlie, most 
ecblc of any of the methods of breath- 
rig.

— upper chest breathing—because by 
he. diaphragmatic method all the or- 
gans of the internal viscera are con- 
inuully being pressed downward.

lave met a numl>er of cases in whicli 
crsons have l>co.n seriously injured by 
ilKlominal breathing, particularly la- 
lies who had been taking vocal traiu- 
ng and at the same time continued to 
wear ti^lit e-lothiu^r. 


Another false method of breathing is 


:.hceolhu' bone of clavicular breathing, 
is it is termed. 
In many persons, and1 


:speeially 
singers 
wlio have been 


iruined from early childhood to breathe 
in this manner, the upper part of the 
mest mnves up and down as does the 
:liaphragm in abdominal breathing. I 
have often seen a wonderful movement 
of the che.st in primri donnas while 
inging. This i.s because the. cartilages 


of this part of the chest have Ix^en kept 
flexible by practice, so that this move- 
ment takes the place, to some degree, 
of t ho, diaphragm and the lower che.st. 


Central breathing or waist breathing 


alone is correct, ami t.his demands an 
expansion of the 
vviiole chert. 
One 


should begin this kind of iv:<;.-iratio7i 
by gradually swelling out the waist, 
then as the waist expands, tne. sides 
are drawn up by tnustdeswhich are at- 
tached to th« ribs Hkc fingers.—lie- 
porte.d by Helen I*.

set ujon the king as-ho was ambling 
along and had nearly plunged his dag- 
ger in the royal breast. Henry deemed 
it unwise any longer to appear among 
his excitable lieges on horseback and 
so reluctantly resorted to a coach as a 
means of conveyance. His coach was 
supplied, not with glass windows, but 
simply with leather curtains lined with 
silk; and it was in this vehicle that he 
was riding when the assassin llavaillac 
availed himself of the king's exposed 
position to plunge his knife in his 
heart 


After that the state coaches were 


built in a manner to afford more se- 
curity to their occupants, and were 
made with solid backs and sides. Even 
this was not found safe, and in some 
instances the coach panels were lined 
with sheet iron. The coach of Louis 
XIV. was attacked by the half-starved 
mob as it passed through the streets in 
his funeral procession—a forewarning 
of the mighty convulsion which was to 
burst forth ninety years later. But the 
tragic history of royal coaches 
in 


France was by no means closed by this 
ebullition. As Louis' ifraceless suc- 
cessor, Louis XV. of the name, was 
stepping into his coach he was stabbed 
by Damiens, and France had nearly 
lost the most worthless and dissolute 
of all her rulers. The virid picture of 
the sad and strange journey of the six- 
teenth Tx>uis, with his stately queen, 
from Versailles to Paris, will not be 
readily forgotten by those who liave 
been thrilled by Carlylc.'s description 
of it. When, in the, end, Ixniis was 
condemned to death, he went to the 
scaffold in a filthy hackney carriage. 
His l>eautiful and haughty queen rode 
to her death in a yet meaner convey- 
ance. She was doomed to go thither in 
a hideous tumbrel, like ordinary mor- 
tals, and she ascended it and took her 
place, standing bare-headed against 
the side with her hands tied behind 
her, the savage mob yelled out: "Widow 
Capet, get into your pleasure carriage!"

In addition to these losses, 
several important public buildings and 
valuable archives were burned before 
any headway could be gained on the 
tire. 


Among the victims were the civil 


governor, several judges, the captain 
of the port, his daughter, the colonels

larqnis Casatombo. 
Official telegrams state that many 


xxlies have been recovered from the 
ay of liiscay and from the ruins. The 
naterial losses chiefly consist of the 
real number of houses burned and 
vhich are valued at £5011,000.

THE GREAT FUEL QUESTION. 


. Kxhaofttloa of the Pr«e»t Over- 
worked Source* or Supply. 


With the rapid extension of the ap- 


plication of power to manufacturing, 
transportation and all other industrial 
purposes, the extent of our fuel re- 
sources and tho modes of securing nnd 
using them become of the greatest im- 
portuncc. The case with which tho 
different forms of fuel have heretofore 
been secured in this country has led, 
in many quarters, to reckless waste 
and extravagant modes of use, in the 
apparent belief that the stores from 
which these sources of power hiivc been 
drawn were inexhaustible. No greater 
error can be conceived than that of 
supposing the world's supply of fuel, 
under the pieseut systems of triinsfor- 
mution of energy, to be cxhaustless iu 
amount. 


As is well known, the total available 


supply of Knglish coal is reliably meas- 
urable, at the present rate of consump- 
tion, in terms of a period of years 
which does not by any means extend 
indefinitely into the future. 
A1 very 


few years, indeed, have sufficed to prac- 
tically exhaust our own natural gus 
supply, although the most ruthless 
waste has contributed Inrgely to this 
result. It is not impossible thnt the 
discovery of new fields may replenish 
the warring store of gasconr. fuel, al- 
though that does not now seem prob- 
able. A considerable number of oil 
fields have ceased to yield a paying 
output, and many others have reached 
the period of decreasing production. 
Although the prospect for the discov- 
ery and utilization of uew oil centers 
in different parts of the world is cer- 
tainly encouraging, experience conclu- 
sively shows that only a limited supply 
in reference to the world's demands 
can be expected. • 


The case' is not so very different 


when the matter of coal supply is con- 
sidered. It is true that our soft coal is 
found in so many locations and in such 
quantities that it seems to be praetic- 
ally limitless; and at the present rate 
of use it is so. There is every reason, 
however, to anticipate an increasingly 
rapid r-.xtensiou of the application of 
mechanical power, with a correspond- 
ingly enormous consumption of fuel 
under the present modes of use. 
If it 


were- possible to estimate this increased 
consumption for the next century, on 
the «ne hand, and our available soft 
coal 'supply on the other, there is no 
reason to believe that the latter would 
not:>ie quite finitely expressed in terms 
of trie former. 
Some really startling, 


though very conservative, results were 
recently set forvh by the Pennsyl- 
vania commission appointed to in- 
vestigate tlie matter of waste in an- 
thracite coal mining. In the first place, 
it was -shown that in the past not more 
than alwut SO per cent, of the actual 
coiil in the ground has been obtained 
for ;the market by mining operations. 
The committee believes that this per- 
•eentage may in the future l>e raised to

There remain in the Wyom- 
ing district four and one-half times th« 
amount already mined, and in the I.e- 
high district but two and one-half 
times the amount now mined, while 
the .Schuylkill district has been de- 
pleted of one-fifteenth only of its total 
•store. The quantity termed "minedTI 
includes the 40 per cent, available for 
market and the 60 per cent. loss. It is 
thus seen that the supply' of anthracite 
coal-is quite limited. Indeed, view tho 
•whole question in any way that we 
will, it is apparent that the present 
system of utilizing power from its 
great natural sources is such as to 
make the exhaustion of our natural 
fuel supply a mere matter of definite 
itinie.

tflmost a certainty at the present time, 


hat, developments in the science of 
nergy will lend to direct and vastly 
'.ore economical utili/ation 
of the 


xjwer stored in nature;. The best of 
inr-prcscnt processes are in reality ex- 
essively wasteful and would within a 
Infinite |>erio<J of time exhaust the. .sup- 
>1-V- .lint probably no one can be found 
w*Ld-enoug1i to predict that exhaustion 
;iid deny that further advances in 
.eienife will not radically improve our 
ircrcnt methods and virtually oj>eu new 
fc-urccs of supply of power. 
It is only 


liroiigh such possible avenues that, cs- 
t|>e from ultimate fuel exhaustion can 
>e uiiiile, and they indicate the way to 
-he most interesting anil remarkable 
scientific developments that have yet

The number of first- 
class men seeking work and finding 
none is a sorry comment on the devel- 
opment of the English university sys- 
tem. 
If this is true of the first class, 


what must te the lot of the second, the 
thin! and the pass man? The learned 
professionals, in fact, are overcrowd- 
ed. 
The 
cause 
of 
this unhappy 


crowding of the market for brain 
laborers is not far to seek. 
An 


immense 
number of 
ncrsons who 


in former times would have worked 
with tlio.ii- hands as their fathers did 
tefore them are being educated to 
work with their heads. There is a 
general leveling up of the social grades 
if you look at it optimistically. Tho 
son of the artisan tecomes a clerk; the 
son of the clerk nspires to teach in a 
school; tho -son of the schoolteacher 
aspires to go to Oxford or Cambridge. 
l!ut this leveling up is not an unmixed 
blessing. The result is that we hava 
fifty times too many ulcrks—two hun- 
dred applied for an insignificant post 
advertised the other day—ton time* 
too many half-educated teachers, and, 
alas! ten times too many university 
graduates turned 
crowd the ranks 
schools and journalism and recruit tho 
year's crop of miserable and hopeless 
failures. 


None of these people can dig as their 


fathers did; they can not make shop 
boys or 'busmen, or crossing sweepers. 
Too many of them can only teach or 
starve. It is really impossible to deny 
that a certain degree of intellectual 
ducation unfits a man to work with 
iiis hands and turn his bread as a 
laborer. It may be that it ought not 
to do so, but in the present imperfect 
state of tho world so it is. Therefore, 
somehow or other, places must te found 
for this enormous harvest of tolerable 
scholars as schoolmasters or something 
inalogous in tho social scale.
